Only by keeping the crowd mov­ 
ing through the coaches Monday 
night was it possible for the waiting 
spectators to see the unusual and in­ 
tersting exhibits in the Safety First 
train which was brought here* over 
the B. & 0. Southwestern Railroad. 
The exhibits showed what the gov­ 
ernment is doing to save the lives and 
conserve the health o f its citizens. 
A separate exhibit was arranged in 
each o f the nine coaches and each 
was full o f interest for the specta­ 
tors. 
One official was stationed at the 
entrance and kept a careful count of 
all the visitors who went through the 
train. 
Almost as many people saw 
the exhibit during the hours from 6 
until 9 o’clock as during the first part 
o f the day. 
When the official totaled 
his figures when the entrance was 
closed he announced that 5.655 per­ 
sons had inspected the train here. 
At 5 o’clock about 2,500 people had 
called. 
One of the most interesting feat­ 
ures o f the exhibit was that shown in 
tho coach devoted to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. 
There block 
signals were arranged and miniature 
locomotives were in motion. It show­ 
ed how carefully the government is 
supervising the operation of trains 
to protect th<> lives of the passengers 
and to what extent the railroad com­ 
panies are co-operating in this work. 
The army and navy exhibits were 
also interesting. 
The machine guns, 
the light field artillery, the torpedo 
and other defenses were exhibited 
and were fully explained by the at­ 
tendants in charge of the coaches. 
The coast life saving demonstration 
with the devices for sending almost 
immediate aid to the stranded and 
disabled vessels and tho means for 
administering “ first aid” were view­ 
ed with intense interest by local peo­ 
ple. 
The work o f the department of 
mines was shown in one car which 
was crowded throughout the day. 
The canary birds which are used in 
this connection were on exhibition. 
These birds are carried by the res­ 
cue squads and are valuable in tlie 
detection of “ damp gas” which is not 
noticeable to the human « L'til after 
the 
heart 
action 
is 
paralyzed. 
One o f these little birds, the guide 
said, had been asphyxiated seventeen 
times and was instrumental in saving 
the lives of eighty-six miners. 
The 
rescue crews are composed o f five 
men, each, and this was demonstra­ 
ted by five dummies which had been 
equipped with all the devices used in 
the work. 
The weather bureau exhibit with 
the numerous 
delicate instruments 
was also popular with the crowd and 
it was necessary to urge the specta­ 
tors on to prevent them from block­ 
ing the aisle. 
The reclamation ser­ 
vice was represented with an at­ 
tractive exhibit showing what irriga­ 
tion i< d o in g for the arid western 
country. 
Pictures of the various ir­ 
rigation projects were shown togeth­ 
er 
with 
practical 
demonstrations. 
The army engineer corps had an ex­ 
hibit in 
one coach and 
it showed 
the 
various 
instruments 
used 
in 
mountain campaigns. 
The manner 
o f driving piling and of construct­ 
ing

In va d in g Mexico. 
The expeditionary force into Mexico 


Is to be equipped with a complete 
motor supply train, an Innovation In 
the United States army. Motor trans­ 
portation of supplies was deemed nec­ 
essary by General Funston, for after 
the expedition gets well on Its way It 
probably will get far from any rail 
road. The war department at Wash­ 
ington authorized the purchase of fifty 
four trucks to be organized Into a sup­ 
ply train. 
The train will be divided into two 
companies, each with twenty-seven 
trucks. One company will be equipped 
with four wheel drive cars, and the 
other with faster and lighter machines. 
For the present the train will be man­ 
ned with civilians. 
The motor train carrying supplies 
will have an Important bearing on the 
expedition’s success, General Funston 
cays.

MOTHER ON TRAIN SEES 


SON’S BODY ON RIVER BANK New York at 


Car« Are Stopped In California, and 


Father Identifies Corpse of the Lad. 


Redding, Cal.—While riding on the 
train from Delta to Redding, Mrs. 
Frank Brown, looking from a window, 
saw a body on the bank of the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
She screamed and said, 
"There’s my boy!” 
The train was stopped, and Frank 
Brown, the husband and father, step­ 
ped to the rocks and identified the re­ 
mains as those of bis son Jesse, seven­ 
teen years of age, who disappeared 
from home Feb. 2 2 . 
Relatives hunted for two weeks and 
then gave up the search. No surmise 
can be made as to how he met his 
death in the river, except that he fell 
in while walking on tlie hank to avoid 
being seen. 


To C h ange Mem orial Day. 
A bill to make the first Sunday in 
June tlie time for the celebration of 
Memorial day instead of May 30 was 
introduced into the Indiana legislature 
not long ago. It has been felt for some 
time by members of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and the Spanish War 
Veterans that the celebration of Me­ 
morial day was marred by the making 
of the day into a time for sports and 
games, thus losing sight of tlie real 
meaning of the celebration. 
Several 
posts of the G. A. R. and ministerial 
bodies have in times past sent commu­ 
nications to the governor of Indiana 
urging him to stop some of the sport­ 
ing events that have annually occurred 
on Memorial day, but the governor has 
been powerless to do so. 
It Is said 
that If the day Is celebrated on Sunday 
every year the people will more nearly 
appreciate the true spirit of the day 
and what it stands for. 


Gettysburg 


Of the dead at Gettysburg, greatest 
battle of the civil war, that were Iden­ 
tified and buried in the National ceme­ 
tery over one-third were New York 
soldiers. Of the wounded officers and 
men New York had nearly one-third, 
and in the total losses, including pris­ 
oners, the same proportion is to the 
credit of New York. 
All of the New 
York troops on the field were not 
brought into the bloodiest encounters, 
but in the ranks that were hotly en­ 
gaged the Empire State had a large 
quota. 
In the National cemetery there 
are 8(57 New York graves, the highest 
record of any state. The three highest 
following are Pennsylvania, Massachu­ 
setts and Michigan, and the dead of 
the three together number 8 08 . 
Among the killed were Brigadier Gen­ 
eral Samuel K. Zook of Hancock’s Sec­ 
ond corps and Brigadier General Ste­ 
phen 11. Weed. 
Six New York generals were wound­ 
ed at Gettysburg. Major General Dan­ 
iel E. Sickles, in command of the tem­ 
porary left wing on the second day, 
suffered amputation of a leg from a 
wound received on the extreme front 
in a fight which cost the Confederate 
leader, General Barksdale, his life, and 
General Ilood was wounded. 
Major 
General Daniel Butterfield was wound­ 
ed while acting as Meade’s chief of 
staff. 
Brigadier General Francis C. 
Barlow, commanding a division, was 
shot down in combat with Early’s divi­ 
sion of Ewell’s corps on the first day 
north of the town. 
Brigadier General 
Charles K. Graham was wounded by the 
side of Sickles on the second day in the 
contest along the Emmitsburg road 
and fell into the enemy’s hands. Brig­ 
adier General Alexander S. Webb, com­ 
manding the Philadelphia brigade in 
Hancock’s Second corps, was wounded, 
as was Brigadier General G. K. War­ 
ren, chief engineer.

T h e sa m e sort of plan is enterta ined in 
Nebraska. Michigan, like Ohio, is get­ 
ting ready to provide additional room 
for sta te departments. In none of the 
sta tes does it appear that the rent of 
outside qua rters has been made a po­ 
litical issue, as it was in Ohio.

Th e convention of 1012 approach ed.

Wh ile h e h ad not served two 
complete terms, th e th ird term argu­ 
ment against naming h im was raised. 
A bitter tigh t over seating th e contest­ 
ed delegations was raised. 
Finally a 
majority of delegates with Taft pro­ 
clivities were seated and th e voting 
sta rte d 
On th e first ballot Taft re- ! 
reived 5G1 votes and Roosevelt K‘7.

few oth ers were scattered between 
Hugh es of New York, La Follette of

of fact, h e did receive th e votes of a 
majority of th e delegates, but not on 
any one ballot.

act as th ey eh< se. h e could not h ave 
received a large majority.

Th e Republican convention of 18 G0 
was one of th e most ex citing and sur­ 
prising ever h eld.

Grant and Third Term. 
Wh en th e Republican national con­ 
vention met at Ch icago on June 2, 
18 8 0, more th an th ree-quarters of th e 
delegates were found to be almost 
equally 
divided 
bit« » 
two 
political 
camps. Th e two leaders wh om th ey 
supported were General Grant, wh o 
was a candidate for a th ird term, and 
James G. Blaine, wh o h ad been a lead­ 
ing candidate in 18 76. Th e two forces 
were completely organized and ably 
led, Roscoe Conkling being in ch arge 
of th e Grant forces, wh ile Senator 
Hale marsh aled th e Blaine coh orts. 
Grant's opponents were fully realiz­ 
ing th at in view* of th e remarkable 
manifestation of popularity wh ich h ad 
been accorded h im since h is return in 
th e previous fall from a tour of th e 
world, th eir best ground of attack was 
th e opposition to a th ird term. All at­ 
tempts to get h im to commit h imself 
early in 18 8 0 h ad been answered by 
th e terse declaration, ”1 will neith er 
accept nor decline an imaginary t h ing.” 
His supporters took h eart, h owever, 
and wh en th e convention met it was 
evident th at bis followers were confi­ 
dent of winning. 
Conkling adopted a truculent and ar­ 
rogant attitude in th e convention pro­ 
ceedings from th e very start th at stung 
th e Blaine leaders to anger and de­ 
stroyed all 
po ssibility of compromise. 
His first act in th e convention was a 
play to th e galleries and at th e same 
time a studied insult of th e Blaine fac­ 
tion. 
lie moved a resolution binding 
th e delegates to support th e nominee of 
th e convention, wh oever h e migh t be. 
th us sh owing a pretended distrust of 
th e Blaine following. 
Th e resolution 
was adopted, but th e debate upon it 
made h im so unpopular with th e sup­ 
porters of all th e oth er candidates th at 
It really made th e h ope of obtaining re­ 
cruits for Grant in oth er directions im­ 
possible. 
Garfield Picked Out. 
Conkiing's nex t move was to attempt 
to force th e unit rule on th e convention 
by wh ich h e would h ave been able to 
cast New York's entire vote for Grant. 
As it th en stood th e delegation was di­ 
vided 51 for Grant’, 17 for Blaine and 2 
for Sh erman. James A. Garfield, ch air­ 
man of th e committee on rules, report­ 
ed adversely on th is proposal and de­ 
fended ills position so ably and elo­ 
quently as not only to defeat Conk­ 
iing's move, but to make Garfield h im­ 
self a marked man, to wh om th e con­ 
vention 
could 
enth usiastically 
and 
gratefully turn wh en tired out with th e 
h opeless struggle. 
Garfield’s closing 
words in defining h is position in oppo­ 
sition to th e unit rule, th at h e stood h is 
ground because h e believed it “to be 
everlastingly righ t,” not only carried 
th e convention with h im in th e ensuing 
vote, but recurred to th em with new 
force wh en h is name came before th em 
as a candidate later on. 
Conkiing’s nominating speech was a

Scarcely^ h ad th is tumult died down 
wh en a h andsomely dressed woman 
leaped to th e pedestal of a statue <>f 
Liberty on th e platform and waved a 
red parasol wildly. Th en sh e caugh t up 
th e flag and. winding it about h er. 
called for ch eers for Blaine. Th ey 
were given with a spirit and vim th at 
match ed th at for Grant a few minutes 
earlier. 
Wh en th e watch es recorded 
th e fact th at th e Blaine demonstration 
h ad lasted five minutes longer th an 
th at for Grant it subsided suddenly. 
Grant led on th e first ballot w» ith 3<»4 
votes to 2S4 for Blaine, 9 3 for Slier 
man, 31 for Wash burne and 30 for Ed­ 
munds. 
After th irty-five ballots h ad 
been taken with little or no ch ange th e 
convention 
became 
weary. 
Wh en, 
th erefore, 
th e 
Wisconsin 
delegation 
after a caucus decided by a few votes 
to th row th eir support to Garfield it 
was a signal for th e stampede wh ich 
made Garfield th e nominee and ended 
th e most dramatic convention struggle 
in American h istory. 


CENSUS OF BIRDS 


WELL BE TAKEN la the Memo rial Pay 


Local Observers to Make Re­ 


port to Biological Bureau. 


TO COVER ENTIRE COUNTRY 


Valuable Information Concerning Char­ 
acter and Kind of Birds Has Been 
Obtained by Previous Counts— West 
Especially Called Upon to Co-operate 
In the Work. 


Harriso n's Sho uters. 


“I am a Republican. I belong to th e 
grandest political body ever organized 
by th e h uman race”— 
Th is was as far as h e was allowed to 
proceed in th e Inst speech Colonel Rob­ 
ert Ingersoll ever made in a national 
convention. Th e Republicans h ad gatli 
ered in Ch icago in 1888 eith er to nom­ 
inate James G. Blaine or Benjamin 
Harrison. 
Blaine 
was 
coach ing 
in 
Scotland with Andrew Carnegie. Th e 
convention decided to offer h im th e 
nomination by cable and take a recess 
until a reply was received. Th is wms 
about noon. Th ere wore fully 
12,0 0 0 
people in th e big auditorium, and th ey 
made it plain th at th ey wanted to bear 
from some of th e leading Republican 
orators. It was decided to gratify th eir 
wish es. Frederick Douglass, th e negro 
orator, was th e first speaker, and wh at 
h e said was h igh ly pleasing to th e 
crowd. 
He spoke f<« r nearly th irty 
minutes. 
Wh ile lie was speaking th e Harrison 
managers observed Colonel Ingersoll 
seated on th e platform. 
He was th ere 
in th e interests of Walter <j. Gresh am 
of Indiana. Harrison's most formidable 
opponent. 
Only th e preceding day 
th ere h ad been a very impressive ‘‘full 
dinner pail” parade for Gresh am by 
Ch icago workingmen. 
Here was a di- j 
lemma. 
Every man in th e convention 
j 
h all knew of Ingersoll’s skill as an ora­ 
tor. 
Probably every one of th em h ad 
read 
h is 
famous 
‘‘plumed 
knigh t” 
speech in wh ich h e placed Blaine iy 
nomination at Cincinnati in 18 76. 
To 
permit h im to speak now, even th ough 
h e sh ould mention Gresh am’s name 
only incidentally, would be to imperil 
Harrison’s 
ch ances. 
Th e 
Harrison 
leaders h eld a h urried consultation and 
dispatch ed runners to all parts of th e 
building with instructions to stop ln- 
gersoll at all h azards. 
Wh en Douglass concluded th ere were 
cries of “Ingersoll!” “Ingersoll!” De­ 
liberately th e colonel took h is place in 
front of th e rostrum. lie was given i 
wildly enth usiastic greeting. Wh ile th e 
ch eering was In progress h e stood <*aim- 
ly wiping h is big bald h ead awaiting 
th e restoration of order. 
Th e crowd 
seemed to feol th at someth ing unusual 
was about to h appen. 
It was an anx ­ 
ious moment for th e Harrison coh orts. 
Ingersoll surveyed h is great audience 
slowly and th en in a strong, rich voice, 
each word carefully measured, spoke 
th e two sentences quoted above. 


Tlio effect was electric. 
Seventeen 
words h ad literally swept th e audience 
off its feet. 
Every man and every wo­ 
man stood up and ch eered. Th ere were 
th ree minutes perh aps of genuine ap­ 
plause. Th en wh en it began to subside 
th e Harrison claquers would renew* th e 
ch eering. Th ese tactics were continued 
for five minutes. 
Ingersoll attempted 
to resume h is speech . Immediately h is 
voice was drowned by th e noise, wh ich 
proceeded mainly from th e floor of th e 
convention h all. 
Each time th e colo­ 
nel tried to speak th e uproar was re­ 
newed. 
At last, after at least h alf a 
dozen fruitless attempts to proceed, h e 
retired in disgust. 
A motion to adjourn until 4 o'clock in 
th e afternoon was declared carried by 
th e ch airman. 
Wh en th e convention 
reconvened a cablegram from Blaine 
declining th e nomination was read, urul 
Harrison was named. 


A bird census will be taken during 
th e breeding season th is year by th e 
bureau of biological survey of th e Unit­ 
ed States department of agriculture. 
Th is will be th e th ird annual bird 
count for th e country taken by th e 
federal government. 
In making th is survey th e bureau 
will rely largely on persons interested 
In bird life wh o will agree to act as 
volunteer enumerators and count th e 
different kinds of birds to be found 
near th eir h omes in a farm or wood­ 
land tract of from forty to eigh ty 
acres. 
Th e agricultural department 
h as been furnish ed with valuable in­ 
formation con eruing th e ch aracter, 
number and distribution of th e bird 
population 
th rough 
similar 
counts 
made by un** «1 observers during th e 
past two sum:, 
i t s . 
Th is year t o ornith ologists of th e 
department wi ii particularly to secure 
a large number of volunteers in th e 
west to report on th e bird life on th e 
plains, th e sen arid regions, th e des 
erts and th e mountains in th at part of 
th e United Stat s. 
Especial attention 
also Is to be given to securing data as 
to th e birds in tlie fruit districts of th e 
Pacific coast an 1 in th e south Atlantic 
and gulf states. 
Th e information collected th is year, 
it is believed, will l>e of special value 
in enabling th e department to meet 
th e effect of state and national bird 
laws and also in determining wh at re­ 
lationsh ip ex ists between bird life and 
| th e prevalence* of locusts, grassh oppers 
and oth er insect pests in different lo- 
j calities. 


Results to Be Approximate. 
As it is impossible to make an actual 
count of nil th e birds i:i any ex tended 
: district each enumerator is asked to 
report only ui*on th e number of birds 
breeding in a selected area, in th e 
country or in suburban districts. From 
th e figures th us obtained th ose in 
ch arge of th e work are able to ap­ 
prox imate th e total number of birds 
i of each kind in different parts of th e 
country. 
Enumerators wh o wish to report on 
birds on farms are asked to ch oose an 
area wh ich includes farm buildings, 
sh ade trees, orch ards, plowed land, 
pasture, meadow or swamp, but not 
very much woodland. Th e enumerator 
begins h is survey at dayligh t some 
morning and zigzags back and forth 
in th e selected area, counting th e male 
birds. 
Early in th e morning during 
th e last of May or th e first week of 
June every mule bird sh ould be in full 
song and th erefore be easily counted. 
Th e count of one day is to be verified 
by observation on several mornings. 
Th e h eigh t of th e breeding season 
Sh ould be ch osen for th is w’ork. 
In 
th e latitude of Wash ington th e first 
part of June is th e proper date for th e 
count. 
In th e latitude of Boston th e 
work sh ould begin a week later, and 
south of Wash ington even an earlier 
date sh ould be selected. 
“Th e work calls for considerable 
knowledge of birds, and only th ose 
wh o can readily distinguish th e differ­ 
ent kinds sh ould undertake to make 
returns for th eir localities,” says a 
statement by th e department.

Wh en th e germinat­ 
ing process h as gone fur enough th e 
grain is crush ed in a mach ine and 
made into dough , wh ich is passed into 
th e oven.

In 18 64 Ch arles J. Davis, th en living 
in Baltimore, h ad an account with a 
savings bank, but.

Invention of New York College 
Proves Most Successful. 
A gas mask designed for use in 
trench warfare, invented and patented 
by two instructors in ch emistry in th e 
College of th e City <»f New York, h as 
successfully passed tests of th e moil 
ical division of th e array. Th e inven­ 
tors and patentees are William A. Pra- 
ger and William II. Estabrooke, in col­ 
laboration with Dr, Neish of Columbia 
university. 
Dr. Estabrooke h as received a letter 
from th e ch ief of staff of th e medical 
division pronouncing th e device satis­ 
factory and stating th at th e tests to 
wh ich it was subjected were more se­ 
vere th an th ose to be met in actual 
warfare. Th e United States army h as 
not yet decided to add th ese masks to 
its equipment. 
Th e mask may be of use in several 
industries and will be placed on th e 
market soon. It is large enough to fit 
over th e regulation army h at. 
It al­ 
lows a foot of space in front and a few 
inch es about th e back and sides of th e 
h ead. Th e bottom fits snugly to th e 
neck. An ex terior layer is composed of 
several ch emicals anil metals wh ich fil­ 
ter th e mix ture of gas and air sent 
against it and permit only th e air to 
enter. 
In one of th e tests a man wearing 
one of th e h oods sat for several h ours 
wh ile ch lorine was being pumped at 
h is h ead. 
He suffered no ill effects. 
Th e ex ternal surface combined with 
th e poisonous fumes gave forth a new 
substance inh alable with out injury. 
Th e mask can be rech arged wh ile be­ 
ing worn. It is somewh at like th e Eng­ 
lish model. Th ick celluloid pieces per­ 
mit vision.

overalls would be selling at a price at 
which dress trou-ers are now quoted. 
During the latter p art of the civil 
war cotton prints were quoted all the 
way from 39 cents to fifty cents a 
yard. 
Ginghams sold from 40 to 
471 
cents a yard, wholesale and 
apron check- brought from 45 cents 
to GO cents a yard. 
The wholesale 
price of brown shirtings ranged from 
471 2 cents to 62 cents a yard and 
dealers were required to pay from 45 
cent- to 72Vj> cents a yard. 
Sheetings and pillow case bleached 
were sold to the retailers from 97 
to $2.00 a yard. 
T h e‘bulletin stated 
that the prices were for one day only, 
subject to change without notice. 
Local dealers say that one ele­ 
ment of the soaring prices today is 
the scarcityv of dve stuffs. 
Some 
time ago it was predicted that unless 
relief came the price of blue overalls 
would be almost prohibitive and that 
white material would by necessity be 
substituted. 
Up to this time the 
popular blues have been available a l­ 
though the price is considerable high­ 
er than even a year ago. 
The scarcity of dye stuffs is also 
affecting woolen goods and m anufac­ 
tories are taking are taking orders 
under the condition that they will be 
filled if possible. 
No orders are 
guaranteed this year as usual and 
many of the large wholesalers ar<* 
finding it necessary to call their tra v ­ 
eling salesmen from the road on a c ­ 
count of their inability to complete 
orders which have already been taken.
